Tbo Provincial adroiriietrutloo has^with- 
in tho post few montbn, been ropented- 
]y biamed in u local print on uecouut ol 
the lateness of tho elections and the 
consequent Inioness of too period at 
which tho Legislature must bo conven- 
ed. Passing over the groasly oontrn- 
diotory statem its already pat forward 
on this Bnt'joot, wo fool called upon to 
point out, in a fow words, tho tmoatato 
of the cum'. It wi\n hoped at ono time 
that tbc Writs for tho rnoro remote Dis- 
tricts might bo iBBUcd in anticipation oi 
the completlcn of theKevieion; but, 
opon carelul rcferenoe to tho Act,tho At- 
torney-General decided that bucb a 
course would bo unconstitutional. The 
Writs for tbe Cariboo nud Kootenuy 
olections were issued at tho earliosi 
posaibio moment permltrablo under tho 
Aet, and hurried off to their d «tioatiou 
with the utmost possible speed. It it. 
intimated that, notwithstanding all this, 
there is really no good reason why the 
polling in these Districts should not have 
taken pluco in October, instead of No- 
vember, and thus the Writs could have 
been returned curlier. It wan stated h 
these coiumns.only a fow days ago, thai 
tho Executive had calculated the time 
as closely as possible, as to tho holding 
of the polls and tho return of too Wiim 
for Curiboo and Kootenuy, and that 
lears wero now enieit : ncd in official 
circles that the calculation had been too 
cIoeo and tout tho timo allowed might 
prove to be too short. Wo have now 
to repeat that statomeat It is now a 
serious question whether sufficient timo 
wai al owed forthe JReturuiog Orliuorb for 
these Districts to rauko tho necessary at- 
raogeoients lor holding tho variuus polls, 
after receipt of the Wilts ; nud it h 
also open to question whether tho re- 
turns from the various polling places can 
reach the chief officer in timo to admit 
Oi the Wiits being received at the seat 
of Government by the 26lh proximo. If 
our facts nro correct, it follows that tho 
presout administration is not open to 
tho charge of unnecessary delay in bold- 
ing the eioetioDr-, and that tt>u blame of 
a lato session is not, theroforo, fairly 
chargeable upon it, Wo join, although 
for entirely different reasons, in regiot- 
ting tho serious delay whioh must occur 
in couvoniug tho Legislature; but where 
dcos tho bUino, if blamo there be, rest '( 
Certainly not with the present odtnirm- 
tration ; for wo have already shown that 
it has usod eveiy dispatch compatible 
With a constitutional course. Tho blame 
must rest w'lh the f Miners of tho Act, 
of whom tho fault-finder in question whu 
one, in not making provision lor avoid- 
ing a delay wbiob all must regret. 

Cure for Foot and Mouth Disease iu 
(utile. 



W», (S F AlU) bavo reewved tho follow- 
ing receipt for ibis disease, trom ti subscriber, 
ftB published in an English journal. The dis- 
ease bas created so ujuoU havoc in England, 
and hua i.lHicted so many cattle, thai ibe 
American Consul has refused permits lor ex- 
porting catllo to the United States. It tho 
disease ranches u.«, 113 it ia very likely to do, 
tho receipt may be found to be of tho greatest 
use : 

Dissolve one pound of blueMtone [sulphate 
of copper) in say two gallons of eott water, 
(or any other quantity iu like proportions,) 
and wash tho animals 1 mouths with tho solu- 
tion two or ihece times a day by a spongo or 
linen rag attached to a stick, taking euro lhai 
nono i& swallowed ; then put two or throe 
largo table spoonfuls of pounded alum, mixed 
with oatmeal iu equal proportions, into their 
mouihs, as near tho root of the tongue as 
possible, and tbo dischargo of a largo quantity 
ol saliva Will be the result. 

(Tho bluestouo is a causlio, and eats out 
tho matter iu the ulcers on the tongue j the 
alum heals tho sorts, and the oatmeal pre- 
vents it ee^ng swallowed.) 

Wash their feat between tho claws with the 
Dame solution, and let them stand ou a dry 
floor or on straw fur hall ou hour. 

.Three applications daily will generally euro 
tho worse case in two or three days. After 
dipping tho sponge iq the solution, ii should 
bo well shaken before applying it to the mouth 
an ,j dining the continuance ol ibe com- 
plaint the cattle should receive chopped foodj 
Bs they cannot lay bild o! anything with their 
tongues. . 
r Tho quantily of solution stated as SUMCloot 
for tho euro ot from twenty-five to fifty head 
of cattle' and the ingredients may be purchas- 
ed at, any chemist's shop for two or three 
shillings. , 

Disinfkotants. — To ward oil the dlsense, 
tpnnkle the Hoora of tbe bow-bpuses each 
morning with chloride ol linio, carbolic acid, 
or /J/cDougail'e disinfectants ; also, any places 
the calilo In qui Dt. 

Ono pence per cow per week will cover I he 
cost i and it is a useful and paying precaution 
at all times.

Manj epecimonB of gold-dust, nuggets 
aud gold-beuring; quarlz had beon 
broeght to Fori Garry, and so coufldout 
wero iho pooplo in fjoneral that a new 
ifildorado of snrfmssiug richness had 
boen discovered that hundreds nt Onoo 
repaired to tho seone of tho discoveries, 
aud the latest information from that 
region has not only confirmed tho pre- 
vious report*, but even exaggerated 
them to tho exiont of placing thorn a- 
mong tho riohest mineral deposits in tho 
world, outraukiDgovou Culifomia and 
Australia. 

Tho Government of the Dominion of 
Canada is eugugod in establishing a 
road through tlio country between 
Fort William, ou Thunder Bay, and 
tho soitlcmnnts oo tho Red River Valley, 
but till work on this thoroughfaro has 
beon entirely Suspended, the workmen, 
in lurge numbers tiuviug droppod their 
shovoln, pick* and axe?, aud emigrated 
in a body to tho gold field*, whore they 
wero each washing out with their bands 
four dollars a day and upward.

Tho curly ex- 
plorers of a routo through tho British 
Possessions discovered gold and silver 
in this vicinity, and Intor investigation* 
have sh'jwn thnt vast depo.-its of minei- 
u| are to be fuuad ulong the slioros of 
tho great lako. Lake Sbaboudawun lies 
about forty miles duo west Irom Fort 
Garry.

Lake Shabondawan is but a short 
distotioe irom Silver Islet, iu Lako Su- 
perior, said to be tho riohost silver mine 
iu tbo world, aud not over one hundred 
and fifty miles distant Irom tbo copper 
mines of Ontonagon, There is, there- 
fore, rca-onablo grounds for believing 
that thoso di*eovorioa may prove to be 
as valuablo as they are reported ; find 
that the extensive pro-poclirg ol exper- 
ienced gold huntois which is sure to 
follow, may yet dovolop minerul resour- 
ces north of Laku Superior as yust up 
those whiou havo attracted hundreds oi 
thousands of pooplo tj the western 
slopes of America and tho islands oi the 
PuoiGc.
